Like the Bracken County 
Water District and Bracken 
County 911, the City of Au¬ 
gusta will now be able to 
alert their customers of pos¬ 
sible interruptions in service. 
Working along the same lines 
as the CodeRed program, 
customers affected by bro¬ 
ken waterlines or boil advi¬ 
sories can be notified just as 
easily as individual custom¬ 
ers. Notices of late payments 
for individual customers can 
also be sent easily. Notifica¬ 
tions can also be sent about 
trash collection, gas notfica- 
tions, and also for activities 
such as meetings for local 
business owners. 

Each household or busi¬ 
ness can register up to 4 
phone numbers and 4 email 
addresses by visiting www. 
reachalert.com and signing 
up. Once on the site, custom¬ 
ers can click the blue “Cre¬ 
ate an account” link and then 
enter City of Augusta as the 
Network name, either Resi¬ 
dent or Business under Role, 
and then entering the street 
address number in the first 
box and the street name in 
the second box. At registra¬ 
tion, customers can choose 
to receive text alerts, voice 
calls, and/or emails. Those 
chosing text message will 
immediately recieve a 4 digit 
code on their cells to enter 
before validating their ac¬ 
count. Those without internet 
service can call the toll free 
customer service number at 
1-877-307-9313 to complete 
their registration process in 
about 30 seconds. 

The service is free to res¬ 
idents. The cost to the City is 
$1 per customer the first year 
and $2 each additional year. 
The program should save the 
City money in postage alone 
in the long run.

park is making this transi¬ 
tion due to the economic and 
operational realities of main¬ 
taining white fencing versus 
black fencing. 

“We realize the sig¬ 
nificance of this change and 
fully understand and ap¬ 
preciate the tradition of the 
white fencing at the park,” 
said Kentucky Horse Park 
Executive Director Jamie 
Link. “But the reality is that 
white fence paint costs about 
three times as much as black 
paint, white fencing requires 
repainting at least twice as 
often as black fencing, and 
white fencing requires more 
routine maintenance and re¬ 
sources to keep it at an ap¬ 
propriate level for the Ken¬ 
tucky Horse Park.” 

The park anticipates an 
average cost avoidance of 
more than $50,000 per year 
with this change. With the 
cost difference of the paint, 
as well as the labor required 
to maintain and paint fencing, 
the park would rather devote 
its very limited resources to 
its horses and guests. 

“We plan to begin the 
fence paint transition very 
soon,” Link said. “We will 
start with pressure washing, 
scraping or replacing dam¬ 
aged boards and then apply 
black paint when the wood 
surface is adequately pre¬ 
pared. The entire project will 
take several weeks, perhaps 
a few months, as weather and 
resources allow.” 

The Kentucky Horse 
Park joins most every other 
horse farm and equine facil¬ 
ity in central Kentucky and 
beyond that utilizes black 
plank fencing. All fencing 
directly around horse show 
rings, however, will remain 
white for better visibility and 
safety purposes.

Howdy Folks! With 
all the rain we have been 
experiencing, the places for 
water to accumulate and 
become miniature pools also 
become the perfect habitat 
for mosquitoes! These little 
flying critters are more than 
just annoying as they can, and 
have become, a death sentence 
for humans and animals alike. 
In 1999, the first case of West 
Nile Virus in the United 
States was in New York with 
66 cases and 7 confirmed 
deaths. Also that first year, 
nine horses succumbed to 
the disease, but through 
the years, WNV has been 
found in alligators, chickens, 
dogs, horses and especially 
birds. Numbers continued to 
rise since those initial U.S. 
cases, and in 2014, there 
were 36,437 cases of West 
Nile Virus reported to the 
Center for Disease Control. 
Of these, 15,774 resulted in 
meningitis/encephalitis and 
1538 were fatal. This disease 
is cycled between birds and 
mosquitoes with 65 mosquito 
and 300 bird species testing 
positive in the U.S. for 
carrying the West Nile Virus. 
We know that this disease is 
being carried by mosquitoes 
in Kentucky, but what can 
we do to reduce the number 
of mosquitoes around our 
homes and neighborhoods? 

With all the rain we’ve 
received, it is easy to walk 
outside around our homes 
and farms to see just where 
the containers are that are 
retaining water. If these are 
not being used for any specific 
purpose, remove them 
completely as mosquitoes 
may breed in any puddle that 
lasts more than four days. 
Drain and turn plastic wading 
pools and wheelbarrows 
upside down when not in 


use and change water in bird 
baths frequently. Make sure 
that toys are emptied of any 
standing water. Removing 
waste tires from your 
property is a must as these 
are the mosquitoes’ favorite 
“home” because tires are a 
great retainer of water. If 
you keep waste tires to use 
on farm equipment, the EPA 
requires that these tires be 
stored indoors or covered by 
sustainable material if kept 
outside. While the chances 
of someone dying from West 
Nile Virus may be slim, why 
risk your health and that of 
your family when prevention 
is the cure? 

Bracken County will not 
have a Tire Amnesty until 
next year, but there are a few 
nearby counties that will be 
hosting tire amnesties this 
fall and closest to us Harrison 
County’s will be October 15, 
16 & 17 at the State Dept, of 
Highways Garage on Hwy. 
32. Any Kentucky resident 
can dispose of waste tires 
at any tire amnesty. Scott 
County will be hosting an 
amnesty on September 24, 
25 & 26; Bourbon County 
on October 1, 2 & 3; Clark 
County on October 8, 9 & 
10; Nicholas County on 
October 22, 23 & 24; and 
Fayette County on October 
29, 30 & 31. If anyone needs 
any further information on 
any of these, please give us 
a call. Waste tires need to 
be disposed of properly and 
down an embankment and in 
creeks is not acceptable so 
please call us with any waste 
tire issues! 

It’s been awhile since we 
mentioned this, but we ask 
you to please break down or 
flatten boxes before putting 
them into the recycling 
trailers. Lately, there have 
been numerous large boxes 
thrown into the trailers, 
many of them with the 
packing material still inside. 
These unbroken boxes 
take up unnecessary space 
which limits useable space 
for all recycling material. 
We sincerely appreciate 
your cooperation as you 
exercise your freedom to 
preserve and conserve the 
remaining natural resources 
by RECYCLING, REUSING 
and REDUCING to keep 
God’s earth clean, green and 
beautiful. Be seein’you-7?m

Trail cameras are win¬ 
dows into the woods 

A few paces inside a tree 
line that borders an open field 
thick with chest-high grass 
lies a tangle of narrow, sun- 
dappled game trails just a 
stone’s throw from the Ken¬ 
tucky River below. 

Bo Spencer knows deer, 
turkey, raccoon and the oc¬ 
casional bobcat travel these 
thoroughfares because a trail 
camera he set up to photo¬ 
graph the spot has captured 
images of them. 

He’s returned this morn¬ 
ing to swap out the SD card, 
replace the batteries and 
see that the unit is operating 
properly before moving on to 
do the same with trail cam¬ 
eras deployed elsewhere on 
his family’s central Kentucky 
farm. 

“You can’t spend 24 hours 
a day in the woods when you 
work and have family obli¬ 
gations but the camera can,” 
said Spencer, an information 
specialist with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “You can see 
what’s there that you don’t 
get to see.” 

Trail cameras have 
evolved from somewhat of 
a novelty to one of the most 
sophisticated and useful tools 
available to hunters, land- 
owners and wildlife biolo¬ 
gists. Biologists use them for 
research purposes and to de¬ 
rive density estimates. 

For hunters, setting trail 
cameras out now can height¬ 
en excitement about the ap¬ 
proaching hunting seasons 
and pay dividends once those 
seasons open later this sum¬ 
mer and fall. 

“Your camera can scout 
when you can’t,” said Spen¬ 
cer, an avid deer and turkey 
hunter who makes his own 


turkey calls. “Whether it’s a 
big deer, turkey or another 
species that you’re looking 
for, you can find out where 
it’s at. Right now, deer are 
holding to a summer pattern. 
You can kind of gear up in 
preparation for the early ar¬ 
chery season.” 

The summer pattern for 
deer is characterized by lim¬ 
ited movement. Therefore, 
areas near food sources and 
along travel corridors lead¬ 
ing to and from those areas 
should be a focus. 

“Bucks aren’t spending a 
lot of time on their feet. They 
feed at night or around sunrise 
and sunset and bed during the 
day,” said Gabe Jenkins, deer 
and elk program coordinator 
for Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life. “Your female deer are 
going to move more because 
they’re feeding fawns. Their 
nutrient intake needs to be 
higher, so they’ll move a little 
more. 

“The pattern really 
changes right about the time 
our archery season opens in 
early September.” 

Setting a trail camera in 
an easy-to-access location 
minimizes disturbance to 
the area. Patience can limit 


pressure felt by the animals. 
Spencer generally waits one 
to two weeks before checking 
a trail camera. 

“If I’ve got one around 
water that can fluctuate up 
and down if we get a rain, I’ll 
go move it up, take it down, 
whatever I need to do to make 
sure it doesn’t wash away or 
get swamped,” he said. “I al¬ 
most lost a camera to rising 
water last year.” 

The right mounting height 
for a trail camera may depend 
on the species of animal most 
likely to be encountered as 
well as the surrounding vege¬ 
tation. Wind-blown tall grass 
or leaves can trip a camera, 
eating up memory and dimin¬ 
ishing battery life. 

In general, 36 to 48 inches 
off the ground is a good rule 
of thumb. Hunters may want 
to place their trail cameras 
higher to get them out of an 
animal’s sight line and above 
vegetation or if there are con¬ 
cerns about security. 

Where the camera is 
pointed can make a big dif¬ 
ference in image quality. Po¬ 
sition the camera so the lens 
isn’t pointed directly in the 
direction of the rising or set¬ 
ting sun. Direct sunlight can 
cause “lens flare” and reduce 
image quality. Angling the 
lens downward can safeguard 
against this effect. 

Batteries are the lifeblood 
of the trail camera. Spencer 
doesn’t skimp. He prefers 
name-brand alkaline batter¬ 
ies. 

The newest trail cameras 
take high-resolution photos 
and high-definition video. 
Some models can wirelessly 
text photos to mobile phones 
or email accounts. Those 
photos may be stamped with 
the date and time but also the 
temperature, barometric pres¬ 
sure and moon phase. 

Spencer considers three 
primary things when choos¬ 
ing a trail camera: ease of 
use, quality of the pictures 
and features. He prefers at 
least an 8 megapixel camera 
paired with a 4 gigabyte SD 
memory card. 

“You don’t have to break 
the bank but you do want to 
weigh the options and get one 
that’s going to have really 
good picture quality,” Spen¬ 
cer said. “You could buy an 
inexpensive trail camera but 
you may not get a good array 
of features or good battery 
life or quality pictures.” 

Spencer uses three types 
of trail cameras that vary in 
cost. 

“Mostly, I have infrared 
cameras because they’re of¬ 
ten the most affordable,” he 
said. “A lot of times, peo¬ 
ple use black flash cameras 
in high-traffic areas where 
they’re trying to hide them 
from people. White flash 
cameras are going to produce 
good night pictures. I really 
like to use my white flash 
camera in the fall and win¬ 
ter to take pictures of preda¬ 
tors at night. They also work 
well for deer over a mineral 
site. The infrared pictures get 
the black and white at night 
but can have a limited flash 
range.” 

As a hunter would sight- 
in a rifle or pattern a shot¬ 
gun before a hunting season, 
take time to read the owner’s 
manual and familiarize your¬ 
self with the trail camera’s 
features and functions. In 
turn, it will reward you with 
beautiful images and valu¬ 
able insight into the land and 
the animals on it.

Protection Program 

Agriculture Deputy 
Secretary Krysta Harden 
announced that starting July 
1, 2015, dairy farmers can 
enroll in the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture’s (USD A) 
Margin Protection Program 
for coverage in 2016. 
The voluntary program, 
established by the 2014 
Farm Bill, provides financial 
assistance to participating 
dairy operations when the 
margin - the difference 
between the price of milk 
and feed costs - falls below 
the coverage level selected 
by the farmer. Harden made 
the announcement while 
visiting Wolfe’s Neck Farm 
and dairy school in Freeport, 
Maine. 

’’More than half of our 
nation’s dairy producers 
enrolled in the 2015 
program, which exceeded 
our expectations for the first 
year of the program,” said 
Harden. ”We are confident 
that dairy farmers across 
the country will again take 
advantage of this safety net 
program for 2016. USD A 
will continue outreach 
efforts, including partnering 
with cooperative extension 
services, to ensure dairy 
producers are fully informed 
about the protections that 
this safety net program can 
provide during periods of 
market downturns.” 

The Margin Protection 
Program gives participating 
dairy producers the 
flexibility to select coverage 
levels best suited for their 
operation. Enrollment began 
July 1 and ends on Sept. 
30, 2015, for coverage in 
2016. Participating farmers 
will remain in the program 
through 2018 and pay a 
$100 administrative fee each 
year. Producers also have the 
option of selecting a different 
coverage level during open 
enrollment each year. Margin 
ProtectionProgrampayments 
are based on an operation’s 
historical production. 

An operation’s historical 
production will increase by 
2.61 percent in 2016 if the 
operation participated in 
2015, providing a stronger 
safety net. 

USD A also has an online 
resource available to help 
dairy producers decide which 
level of coverage will provide 
them with the strongest 
safety net under a variety of 


conditions. The enhancec 
Web tool, available at www 
fsa.usda.gov/mpptool, allows 
dairy farmers to quickly anc 
easily combine their unique 
operation data and other ke) 
variables to calculate theii 
coverage needs based or 
price projections. Producers 
can also review historical date 
or estimate future coverage 
based on data projections. The 
secure site can be accessec 
via computer, mobile phone 
or tablet, 24 hours a day 
seven days a week. 

Dairy operations enroll¬ 
ing in the program must mee 
conservation compliance 
provisions. Producers 

participating in the Livestock 
Gross Margin insurance 
program may register for the 
Margin Protection Program 
but this new margin progran 
will only begin once theii 
Livestock dairy insurance 
coverage has ended 
Producers must also submi 
form CCC-782 for 2016 
confirming their Margir 
Protection Program coverage 
level selection, to the loca 
Farm Service Agency (FSA 
office. If electing highei 
coverage for 2016, dair) 
producers can either pay the 
premium in full at the time o; 
enrollment or pay a minimun 
of 25 percent of the premiun 
by Feb. 1,2016. 

The Margin Protectior 
Program was established b) 
the 2014 Farm Bill, whicl 
builds on historic economie
